A Charter for China. 

His Imperial Majesty Yoshihito of 
Japan died on Christmas morning and 
his son Hirohito reigns in his stead. In 
1885, when the late Emperor, the 122nd 
of his line, was six years old, Messrs. 
Gilbert and Sullivan produced “ The 
Mikado ’’ in London. It was accepted as 
a fairly faithful picture of Japanese 
customs and manners—seen, indeed, by the 
light of whimsically satirical genius, as 
we see the customs and manners of Cleon’s 
Athens in the comedies of Aristophanes. 
The last forty years have wrought an 
astonishing revolution in Japan. The 
Japanese people still worship the spirits of 
their ancestors, and the pomps that will 
escort divus Yoshihito into the company of 
his imperial forbears will continue for 
many months. After his father’s death the 
three sacred insignia—the sword, mirror 


| and jewels—-were presented to the new 


Emperor. These things, however, are but 
poetic survivals. The mind of twentieth 
century Japan is illustrated more truly by 


the fact that the news of the 


late 


Emperor’s death ‘‘ was immediately broad-- 


cast by wireless.’’ - For better “or worse, 
Japan to-day is a foremost swimmer in 
the rushing tide of modern civilisation. 
She has a magnificent army, a formidable 
navy and a host of aircraft. ‘Her 
industrial are not less. ugly 
and congested than ' Manchester cr 
Huddersfield. This miracle of change is 
chiefly the work of the past thirty years, 
and the late Emperor was the first of his 
line who was educated rather as a human 
being’ than as a divine personage. 

The Emperor Hirchito is a young man,

‘| well acquainted with world politics, and 


he has added to his name the title of 
“Enlightened Peace.” We hope fervently 
that events may verify the omen; for it 
is almost certain that during his reign 
issues will be decided in the Far East 
which must influence the whole course of 
human’ affairs. The same day which 
enthroned a new Emperor, of Japan saw 
the publication of the statement which 
the British Government addressed on 
December 18th to all the Powers that 
have interests in China. It is in the 
strictest sense an epoch-making document. 
The. Powers have certain well-defined 


treaty rights, purchased by their financial 


commitments in China, The new Nationalist 
movement, organised from Canton, re- 
pudiates. these rights; but jealousy and 
suspicion among the Powers have ‘held 
them idle and helpless between two worlds, 
“one dead, the other waiting to be born.” 
Now at last the British Government. has 
broken the disastrous spell of inaction. 
Its. statement, or appeal, invites the 
Powers to recognise frankly, and to meet 
in. a friendly spirit, the changed condi- 
tions and aims of China. In a word, the 
British statement admits the Chinese 
people’s right to their own sort of self- 
government and is prepared to make every 
reasonable advance to their new spirit of 
national solidarity and pride. It urges 
that the Powers shall agree to negotiate 
on treaty revision as soon as the. Chinese 
have. constituted a really representative 
Government; that they shall acknowledge 
China’s claim. to tariff autonomy; that 
they shall “agree to the immediate, 
unconditional grant of the Washington 
-surtaxes,”"’ and that they shall disclaim 
expressly,. “any intention of forcing 
foreign control upon an unwilling China.”

The annual report of the Record Office 
of Northern Ireland is a profoundly 
interesting document. It reveals a 
measure of good work that lays all Ire- 
land under debt to the public-spirited 
persons who have deposited documents and 
the officers who have analysed and indexed 
them so thoroughly. A lead worthy to be 
followed has been set to the Free State by 
the collection in Belfast of copies of wills, 
leases, census returns, hearth money rolls, 
and similar documents, the originals of 
which perished in the Four Courts in 
1922. There exist, in the bureaux of 
private families, in scholars’ libraries, 
and, perhaps, in forgotten chests in lumber 
rooms, ancestral records that were copied 
in the destroyed Record Office; and we 
wish that these were being gathered 
together for all Ireland as energetically as 
for the Six Counties. Among the 
documents deposited with the Northern 
Keeper of the Records, and described in 
the report which we notice to-day, are 
voluminous abstracts made by Mr. Philip 
Crossié, ‘‘containing much information 
and reference to many thousands of names, 
and embodying the work of several years 
in the Dublin Record Office."’ There can 
be few families in North-East Ulster, 
humble or noble, which do not owe the 
preservation of some interesting fragment 
of their history to the immense body . of 
records accumulated by the late Dr. Crosslé 
and by his son, whose manuscripts, like 
those of an old-world annalist, rescue many 
a name and many a deed from the oblivion 
in which stormy years .otherwise would 
have enguifed them. Another large 
donation to the Northern Office is that 
made by Major A. F. - Dobbs, who has 
deposited precious papers relating to a 
family long eminent in public affairs. 
Here is illustrated the importance to the 
world, as well as to Irish piety, of the 
rescue and publication of Irish records; 


accounts of early exploration in Canada 
and of the taking of Quebec, which will 
be printed with the co-operation of the’ 
Canadian Department of Public Archives. 
On tombstones in the neighbourhood of 
Belfast Lough may be found the.names of 
officers who were with Wolfe in that epical 
capture of the heights; and now “the 
actual narrative of one of these ‘men, 
describing Wolfe's death in the moment of 
victory, is recovered. We. publish to-day 
an account and a picture of a remarkable 
monument of St. Patrick's days in County 
Louth, which is said to be in danger of 
destruction. The admirable service done by 
the Free State Board of Works in the 
protection of nearly 250 sites is known to 
all who have visited of late the old abbeys 
and relics in the Board’s care; but what 
shall it profit us to save a crumbling 
cloister or a castle wall from ruin if we 
forget the names of the generations that 
link us in a filial chain with the builders 
and occupants of those ancient piles? 


After Christmas. 


Christmas passed quietly in Ireland and 
—so far as report goes—throughout the 
Christian world. The quiet Christmas has 
become the fashion of our restless age, 
which snatches one day from, the burried 
year to spend among the old-fashioned 
aWienities of home life. Only the young 
péople are noisy, clapping. their hands 
around ‘‘ the candle-fruited tree’’; and 
when at last they have laid their weary 
little heads upon the pillow their elders 
talk around the fire of friends separated by 
the seas or by the years. In the glow of 
Christmas charity the fortunate remember 
those who have no home or no comforts 
in their unhomely homes, and good folk 
take pains to carry tokens of good-will to 
the sufferers. If the ‘‘ devil on two sticks ’’ 
of story were to lift the roofs of Dublin 
at this season, revealing’ the measure of 
happiness that the Christmas spirit has 
poured out, we suspect that his cynical 
judgment on human nature for once would 
suffer a shock. We chronicle to-day the 
gift to a Dublin hospital of a powerful 
“ hiatening-in ” apparatus that has regaled 
sick folk with the music of carols sung in 
far-off lands.

DEATH OF LORD MONTEAGLE.

The news of Lord Monteagle s death will 
be learned with sorrow, especially in County 
Limerick, where for over a century the family 
been . settled at Mount Trenchard, 
Foynes, and has not only lived there almost 
continneusly, but has taken. an active part 
in all that concerns the betterment of its 
less fortunately circumstanced neighbours. 

Lord Monteagle, who was the second 
Baron, was the elder son of the Hon. Stephen 
Edmond Spring-Rice and Ellen Mary, 
daughter of the late William Frere, Serjeant- 
at-Law. The Barony of Monteagle and 
Brandon was created in 1839, the late peer’s 
grandfather being the first holder of the 
title. The late baron succeeded to the title 
u the death of his grandfather on 
vedios 7, 1866, and nine yéars later he 
married Elizabeth, the eldest daughter of the 
Most Rev. Dr. Butcher, Bishop of Meath, 
by whom he had issue-—-one son and one 
daughter. His wife, who died in 1908, was 
a sister of the: present Lord Danesfort, 
formerly Sir John Butcher, M.P. for York. 

Lord Monteagle was educated at Harrow 
and at Cambridge University, where he took 
his B.A.- degree, and» was Senior Optime in 
Mathematics in 1872. He was created a 
Knight of St. Patrick in 1885. 

He resided much at. Mount Trenchard, 
and was keenly interested. in the public 
affairs of his native county, He was a mem- 
ber of the first County Council of Limerick 
and of the Rathkeale Board of Guardians, 
and was a magistrate and a Depaty Lieu- 
tenant for the county. 

A NOTABLE FIGURE. 

Tn personal appearance, no less than in his 
public activities, Lord Monteagle for years 
past was one of the most notable figures in 
Ireland. Tall, well made and wearing a 
flowing beard, he was a fine man physically, 
even after he had passed his three score 
years and ten. His public work was in- 
spired by one object—the uplifting of the 
ordinary people of this country ‘and an im- 
provement in the social conditions of the 
countryside. In this he had a right useful 
helper in his only daughter, who died a 
couple of years ago. 

Whether it was, locally, the development 
of the harbour of Foynes or. nationally, the 
building up of an industria) rural Ireland, 
he was all for self-help. He was one of the 
pioneers of the co-operative movement, and 
he and his daughter were known far outside 
their native county as exponents of the 
doctrine of social uplift from within. His. 
hilanthropy and charity were unmeasured, 
but it was the man who was trying to do 
something for himself that he lked best to 


oe Monteagle was not a politician in the 
usual. Irish sense, but in recent. vears he 
was actively identified with the Dominion 
Home Rule settlement of the Irish problem. 
He was with Lord Dunraven and Mr. Wil- 
liam O’Brien in the policy of devolution, but 
that did not prevent him from accepting the 
new order of government loyally and whole- 
heartedly: It is interesting to note that he 
was at the beginning of the movement which 
brought voting on the system of proportional 
representation to a place in the Constitution 
of the Irish Free State. . 

To the last. Lord Monteagle took an active 
part in the affairs of the Church of Ireland. 


i He was a member of the Diocesan Synod, and 


and was zealous 


also of the General Synod, 
of those 


in the performance of the duties 
offices. 

The new Lord Monteagle, who was created 
M.V.O. in 1922. has been in the Diplomatic 
Service since 1907, when he was appointed 
Attaché at Petrograd. Afterwards he was 
second secretary to the British Embassy at 
Washington, and in 1919 he was attached te 
the British delegation. at. the Peace. Con- 
ference in Paris. He was later on the 
secretarial staff of the Embassies at Paris 
and Brussels. 

The remains of Lord Monteagle arrived in 
Limerick at 3.30 vesterday afternoon from 
London, and were taken by motor hearse to 
Mount Trenchard. Foynes. They were accom- 
pahied by his only son, the Hon. Thomas. 
Spring Rice, who succeeds to the title; the 
late Lord's. brother, the Hon. The Commander 
Francis Spring Rice; his son, Charles Spring 
Rice, Mr. Desmond Spring Rice, 
the late Lord’s cousins, his niece, Miss 
Dorah. Knox, and Mr. Dermott O’Brien, late 
of Cahirmeyle, County Limerick. nephew. 

The funeral will take place from Mount 
Trenchard at 12 o'clock to-day.

MR. J. R. RUSSELL. 

Sportsmen of all classes, and a wide circle 
of friends besides, will learn with sincere 
regret of the death of Mr. J. R. Russell, 
Master of the Waterford Hunt, which 
occurred on Thursday last. Born at Glanmire. 
on the outskirts of the Citv of Cork, in 1874, 
he was educated at Cambridge University, 
and was a member of the First Trinity crew. 
At an early age he went to Waterford and 
settled down «t Seatield, Bonmahon, on his 
marriage with Miss Hunt, a sister of Mr. A. 
Hunt. of Rockmount. He took a keen interest 
in agriculture, and also dinsheyel sporting 
tastes. which brought him to the front. 

Mr. Russell joined the Waterford Hunt. 
and, when on the outbreak of the European 
war in 1914 the Mastership became vacant, 
by reason of the call of Commander Davev, 
the then Master, to active service. Mr. 
Russell was offered and accepted the Master- 
ship. He held the position for about eight 
years, during which period he became very 
popolar and was noted for his ardour in the 
sport. He was Master for a few years of the 
United Hunt Club (County Cork), a position 
which his father, who was a land agent, 
previously held 

In 1925 Mr. Russell was succeeded in the 
Mastership of the Waterford Hounds by the | 
Ladies Blanche and Katherine Beresford. 
When, at the end of last season. at the close 
of the three years’ term, the Ladies Beresford 
surrendered’ their joint Mastership, Mr. 
Russell was again invited to take charge. He 
accepted the responsibility, but the state of 
his health prevented him from taking an 
active part in the hunt, and he was, there- 
fore, obliged to delegate ‘the duties of Master- 
ship to his seh. Mr. Richard Russell. 

Mr. Russell was a fine all‘round sporism .n, 
and an extensive farmer. His death, at the 
comparatively early age of 52 years, will le 
deplored hy all who knew him. 

The interment took, place’ yesterday at 
Annestown, County Waterfdrd, and the 
funeral was attended by the members o/ the 
Hunt Club and by a good representa‘ ba _ 
the general public.

BRITISH GOVERNMENT'S - 
ANXIBTY. 


The following memorandum. has: been 
sued by the British Foreign Office: — 

1. For some time past’ His Majesty's 
Government have watebed with growing 
anuiety the situation in China, and they 
believe that this anxiety will be shared by 
the Governments of the interested Powers. 

Five years: ago the Powers assembled 
at Washington and, taking into considera- 
tion the ctrcumstances then existing in 
China, they agreed among themselves, in 
conjunction with the representatives of 
the Chinese Government, that their future 
mlicy should be guided hy certain general 
principles designed to safeguard the 
integrity and independence of China, to 
promote her political and economic de- 
velopment and the rehabilitation of her 
finances. 

It was agreed to grant her certain in- 
creases on her treaty tariff in order to 
provide the revenue required for these 
purposes. It was further agreed that a 
Commission should examine the question 
of extra-territoriality with a view to 
amending the system now in force by the 
climination of abuses and accretions and 
hr the removal of unnecessary limitations 
on China’s sovereignty. 


CIVIL WARS. 


Unfortunately the Tariff Conference 
did not meet for four years, and during 
that period the situation had greatly 
deteriorated. During a succession of. civil 
wars the authority of the Peking Govern- 
ment had diminished almost to vanishing 
while in the south a powerful 
Nationalist Government at Canton  defi- 
nitely disputed the right of the Govern- 
at Peking fo speak on behalf of 
Chins og enter into “binding agreements 
in her name ' 

This prosess of disintegration, civil war, 
and waning central autbority’ continued 
vith increased acceleration. alter the Tariff 
Conference had met, until eventually. the 
Conferencé megétiations came .to an ‘end, 
there was no longer a Govern- 
ment with whom to negotiate. 

3. The Commission on Extra-territori- 
ality has meanwhile completed. its labours

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NO INTERFERENCE. 


4. During all these civil. wars it has 
been the consistent policy of His Majesty's 
Government to abstain from any intér- 
ference between the warring factions or 
rival Governments. Despite the disordérs 
which civil’ war engenders and the 
Previous losses inflicted on the vast com- 
interests, both Chinese and 
His Majesty's Government have 
declined to associate themselves with any 
particular faction or to interfere in any 
wav in the civil commotions, : 

His Majesty's Government believe that 

Powers have adopted a similar aiti- 
‘ude, and that this is, and will continue 
to be, the only right attitude to maintain. 

5. The situation which exists in China 
to-day is thus entirely different from that 
which faced the Powers at the time they 
iramed the Washington treaties. In the 
present state of confusion, though some 
progress has been made by means of local 
necotiation and agreements with regional 
Governments, it has not been possible for 
the Powers to proceed with the larger pro- 
gramme of treaty revision which was fore- 
thadowed at Washington, or to arrive at a 
‘eitlement of any of the outstanding ques- 
ons relating to the position of foreigners 
n China. 

The political disintegration in China 
has, however, been accompanied by the 
trowth of a powerful Nationalist move- 
ment, which aimed at gaining for China 
in equal place among the nations, and 
tny failure to meet this movement with 
‘rmpathy and i would not 
respond e the. real. intentions of the

While calling upon 
China to maintain that respect for the 
sanctity of treaties which is the primary 
obligation common to all civilised States, 
the Powers should yet recognise both the 
essential justice of the Chinese claim for 
treaty revision and the difficulty under 
present conditions of negotiating new 
treaties in place of the old, and they 
should, therefore, modify their traditional 
attitude of rigid insistence on the strict 
letter of treaty rights. 

During this -possibly ‘very prolonged 
period of uncertainty the Powers can only, 
in the view of His Majesty's Government, 
adopt an expectant attitude and endeavour 
to shape developments so far as possible 
in conformity with the ‘realities. of the 
situation, so. that ultimately, when treaty 
revision becomes possible, it will be found 
that part at. least of thé: revisiom has 
already been effected on satisfactory lines.

The  forty-first session of the Indian 
National Congress opened for the first 
time in Assam to-day, when some 2,500 
delegates and 8,000 visitors were present. 
Mr. Phookan, M.T.A., Chairman of the 
Reteption Committee, while admitting 
that British rule had brought some im- 
provement, charged the Government with 
what he described as the wilful and slow 
poisoning of the people of Assam by carry- 
ing on an immoral traffic in opium. 

Mr. Shrinwase Iyengat, former Advocate- 
General for Madras, in his presidential 
address, said that the Swarajist gesture 
for co-operation had been brushed aside in 
the last assembly by a non-co-operating 
bureaucracy, who wanted unconditional 
surrender. No scheme of self-government 
would be acceptable which denied full con- 
trol over the Civil Service, the Military, 
Naval and Air Forces, and political rela- 
tions with the Indian States, and which 
refused to India Dominion status ón the 
same terms as were decided by the Im- 
perial Conference. Mr. Iyengar advocated 
cultural and business association between 
Asiatic countries by means of deputations, 
and promised full support for Indians who 
were fighting the battle for equal status 
overseas. : 

ROUND TABLE CONFERENCE. 

Mr. Gandhi's resolution welcoming the 
round-table conference in Cape Town, and 
praying for the Divine blessings and guid- 
ance on its deliberations, was . pas 
unanimously.

. TOKIO, Saturday. 
The Emperor of Japan, who had been 
ill for a considerable time, died at 1.25 
this morning. The “Empress, the Regent 
Prince Hirohito and his Consort, and the 
Prime Minister and others were present 
at the bedside when the Emperor peace- 
fully breathed bis last. ©. - : 
Immediately afterwards a proclamation 
was issued, signed ‘jointly by the Prime 


| Minister and the Minister of the Imperial 


Household, announcing His Majesty's 
death; and the news was broadcast by 
wireless. Simultaneously a solemn cere- 
mony was held at Hayama, at which the 
Regent’s accession to the Throne was 
formally announced, while the three sacred 
symbols—the sword, mirror and jewels— 
and also the Imperial seals, were presented 
to the Regent. 


THE LYING-IN-STATE. 

A special hall is being prepared in the 
Palace at Tokio, to which the dead 
emperor’s body will be brought to lie in 
state. The date and place of the funeral 
will be decided shortly. This will pro- 
bably be in February or March near 
Hachioji, to the north of Tokio, where, 
it is understood, a special site for the 
burial place on a hill-top has already 
been selected, though hitherto imperial 
burials have taken place in the Kyoto 
district. 

Business at the Imperial Court will be 
suspended for five days, during which 
public dancing and singing will be for- 
bidden. Business houses will be closed for 
one day. Court mourning has been 
ordered for one year, and genera] mourn- 
img for fifty days. 


THE FIRST AUDIENCE. 

It is understood that the first formal 
audience by the new Emperor ‘will be to- 
morrow, and will be attended by the lead- 
ing Government and Court officials.. The 
opening of the Diet has been postponed, 
but its first action. on reassembling - will 
probably be to express condolence with the 
Imperial Family and to vote the expenses 
oí the funeral. The session was expected 
to be particularly lively, beginning with 
the’ impeachment of the Government on 
several charges, but it will probably pass 


| off quietly, the Opposition withholding its 


attack out of deference to the nation’s 
great loss and grief. 

Through the suspension of business it is 
feared that the Emperor's death will 
strike the Japanese financial world a 
heavy blow, as the end of the yéar is 
always a very busy time. Retailers are 
suffering severely, as they had laid in 
heavy. stocks in anticipation of the sales 
at the end of the year, the proceeds of 
which normally enable them to meet their

THE LATE EMPEROR. 
7 —— 
SKETCH OF HIS CAREER. 
Yoshihito, the Japanese Emperor, was 
the third son of the late Emperor, and 
was born on August 31st, 1879, to become 
the 122nd Emperor ofthis dynasty. 
He became Crown Prince in 1889, in 
which year he received a commission as 


| Seeond Lieutenant in the Navy and Sub- 


Lieutenant in the Japanese Army. In 
1898 he became a Major in the Army and 
Lieutenant-Commander in the Navy ; and 
in 1908 Lieutenant-General in the Army 
and Vice-Admiral in the Navy. 

He was married on May 10th, 1900, to 
Princess Sadako Kujo, fourth daughter of 
the late Prince Michitaka Kujo, and has 
four sons, who are still living. There are 
no daughters. 

He came to the Throne on July 20th, 
1912, the Coronation ceremony taking 
place on November 10th, 1915. 

The late Emperor was loved and revered 
by the entire Japanese people. In the 
years following his accession he took a 
very active part in public life, and kept 
himself closely acquainted with all move- 
ments of the modern world. He was a 
great lover of horses, and an expert ridec. 

He was born at a critical time in his 
country’s history... Twelve years before, 
his father, assisted by the feudal nobles of 
the West, had deposed the Shogun and 
gained a complete victory in the ensuing 
civil war. He established a capital at 
Yeddo (now known as Tokio), and in the 
fee; first years of the late Emperor's life 
the country was reformed in the light of 
Western ideas, though not without a good 
deal of opposition, which led to assassina- 
tions and rebellions. 

ILL-HEALTH. 

The late Emperor, with his big physical 
handicap, was never able to cut such an 
impréssive figure in Japanese life as his 
father, the Meiji (or ‘‘Era-of-Enlightened- 
Government ") Emperor, Mutsuhito. In 
May, 1925, the observances of the silver 
wedding of “the Emperor and Empress 
were especially encouraged by the official

Not only has the American Navy fallen 
below the 5-5-3 ratio fixed by~the Wash- 
ington Arms Limitation Conference, but 
American big ships are seriously out- 
ranged in gun-fire by Great Britain and 
Japan, are undermanned, and in varying 
degree need repairs, replacements, and 
modernisation. 
For the ships in commission a total of 
94,000 enlisted men is required, but Con- 
gréss has appropriated for only. 82,500. 
The shore establishment has been stripped 
of every available man for sea duty; some 
ships have been placed in reserve, and 
the ships in commission are being 
operated with reduced complements. The 
battleships are only. 90 per cent. manned, 
destroyers 80 per cent., and cruisers 75 
per cent 

Now the United States Administration 
proposes tc reduce the number of enlisted 
men for the next fiscal year to 80,175, 
although two new aircraft carriers, re- 
quiring -1,800 men each, will be finished 
and in commission by that time, and three 
old -battleships now in dry dock, being 
modernised, will be restored to service. 
The Budget proposes to reduce the total 
appropriation for the Navy from 
$527,199,430, allowed for this year, to 
%522,061,000, despite the increased neces- 
sity for initiating the five-year aireralt 
development programme.

THE NEW EMPEROR. 

Prince Hirohito, who succeeds tp the 
Throne as the one hundred and twenty- 
third Emperor of Japan, was born on 
April 29th, 1901. He was appointed

Throne for some two years. 
enjoyed great popularity in his country, 
and is generally appreciated as a young 
man of. enlightened ideas. 

He broke from national tradition in 
1921 to make a tour of the world—the 
first sovereign or sovereign-to-be of Japan 
to leave his native shores. His education 
was entrusted from earliest days to 
Admiral Togo, the hero of the battle of 
the Japan Sea, and at the age of 15 he 
abandoned the studant’s uniform to under- 
go a period of training for the Army and 
Navy. 
him completely from his future subjects, 
and they knew little of him save that his 
was a handsome figure and that his tutors, 
both in civil and military services, praised 
his ability. 

Some ‘surprise was caused in Tokio in 
July, 1923, by the knowledge that he; with 
his brother, Prince Chichibu, and other mem- 
hers of the Court, had taken up the study of 
Socialism. The new movement in the Im- 
perial circle, it was explained, was due to a 
desire to keep abreast with the times in 
political thought. It was, however, typical 
of the Crown Prince's keen desire for know- 
ledge of forms and principles of Government. 

Prince Hirohito. had his first expenence of 
disaffection in the December of 1923. When 
he was riding to the Diet in his motor car 
he was attacked by a youth who broke 
through a line of. spectators. His assailant 
fired at him with a cane-gun, the bullet 
smashing the windows of the car, and nar- 
rowly missing the Prince’s head.

A courageous seventeen-year-old Welsh 
girl saved three children from a fire which

to the household of a relative, Mr. J. C. 
Boulderstone. Mr. and Mrs. Boulderstone 
went out on Friday afternoon, leaving 
Edith in charge of their three children. 
Twenty minutes later, Brian, aged four, 
ran to the maid, calling: ‘Come and look 
at the stairs”! 

The maid found flames shooting ont 
from a cupboard under the stairs, and 
promptly placed.

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Twenty-four hands of the. French 
barque Eugene Schneider are believed to 
have: been lost in a collision late on 
Christmas night with the Elder Dempster 
steamer, Burutu, thirty miles off Port- 
land. The Burutu put into Portland Har- 
bour yesterday morning, and reported the 
details of the collision. 

Four Frenchmen. succeeded in yettiny 
aboard the Burutu, and ‘they appeared to 
be the only survivors out of twenty-eight 
hands. 

The Eugene Schneider was of a yross 
tonnage of 2,218 tons, and was built in 
1902. She left Manoka, on the west coast 
of Airica, on October. 7, bound for Gherit. 

The collision and its results were a 
matter of minutes. The night was very 
dark when, between eléven o'clock and 
midnight, the. steamer and the barque 
suddenly hit. While they were locked 
together, four of the barqué’s- crew 
clambered on to the steamer. Immediately 
alterwards the Eugene Schneider 
appeared in the darkness, and » nothing 
more wis seen of her. 

The  Burutu, which received little 
damage, made for Portland with the four 
survivers, and will remain there. for two 
or three days for examination. 

The tour men ‘saved are French seamen 
and do not speak English. They were 
caved for at Portland over Sunday until 
the French Consul could informne:t. 
The Burutu is bound from Hamburg to 
Sapele, West Africa, with a general caro, 
and leit Antwerp. on Wednesday last. 
She carries no passengers. 

Lloyds Agent at Weymouth _ tele- 
graphs :—Weymouth, December 26. The 
steamer Burutu, of Liverpool, arrived at 
Portland this morning, and reports having 
been in collision at 11.20 p.m. yesterday 
with the French barque Eugene Schneider, 
of Nantes, when about thirty miles south- 
west of St. Catherine's. The latter sank 
immediately. Twenty-four hands are miss- 
ing and supposed to be lost. Four able- 
bodied seamen boarded the Burutu. Their 
names are—Bihan, Hinban, Carron, and 
Huet. Boats were lowered with the first 
mate, and they searched round for sur- 
vivors, without result. The bows of the 
Burutu were damaged. 


CAIRO-KARACHI

BRITISH GOVERNMENT'S: 
ANXIETY. 


The following memorandum has: been 
sued by the British Foreign Office: — 

1. For some time past’ His Majesty's 
Government have watebed with growing 
anxiety the situation in China, and they 
believe that this anxiety will be shared by 
the Governments of the interested Powers, 

Five years: ago the Powers assembled 
at Washington and, taking into considera- 
tion the circumstances then existing in 
China, they agreed among themselves, in 
with the representatives of 
the Chinese Government, that their future 
policy should be guided by certain general 
principles designed to safeguard the 
integrity and independence of China, to 
promote her political and economic de- 
velopment and the rehabilitation of her 
nnances. i 

It was agreed to grant her certain in- 
creases on her treaty tariff in order to. 
provide the revenue required for these 
purposes, It was further agreed that a 
Commission should examine the question 
of extra-territoriality with a view to 
amending the system now in force by the 
‘limination of abuses and accretions and 
hy the removal of unnecessary limitations 
on China’s sovereignty. 


CIVIL WARS. 


2. Unfortunately the Tariff Conference 
did not meet. for four years, and during 
thet period the situation had greatly. 
deferiorated. During a succession of civil 
wars the authority of the Peking Govern- 
ment had diminished almost to vanishing 
point, while in the south a powerful. 
Nationalist Government at Canton defi- 
nitely disputed the right of the Govern-

The ~ foriy-first session of the Indian 
National Congress opened for the first 
time in Assam to-day, when some 2,500 
delegates and 8,000 visitors were present. 
Mr. Phookan, M.I.A., Chairman of the 
Reteption Committee, while admitting 
that British rule had brought some im- 
provement, charged the Government with 
what he described as the wilful and slow 
poisoning of the people of Assam by carry- 
ing on an immoral traffic in opium. 

Mr. Shrinwase Iyengat, former Advocate- 
General for Madras, in his presidential 
address, said: that the Swarajist gesture 
for co-operation had been brushed aside in 
the last assembly by a non-co-operating 
bureaucracy, who wanted unconditional 
surrender. No scheme of self-government 
would be acceptable which denied full con- 
trol over the Civil Service, the Military, 
Naval and Air Forces, and political rela- 
tions with the Indian States, and which 
refused to India Dominion status ón the 
same terms as were decided by the Im- 
perial Conference.

i TOKIO; Saturday. 

The Emperor of Japan, who had been 
ill for a considerable time, died at 1.25 
this morning. The “Empress, the Regent 
Prince Hirohito and his Consort, and the 
Prime Minister and others were present 
at the bedside when the Emperor peace- 
fully breathed bis last. -- 

Immediately afterwards a proclamation 
was issued, signed jointly by the Prime 
Minister and the Minister of the Imperial 
Household, announcing His Majesty’s 
death, and the news was broadcast by 
wireless. Simultaneously a solemn cere- 
mony was held at. Hayama, at which the 
Regent’s accession to the Throne was 
formally announced, while the three sacred 
symbols—the sword, mirror and jewels— 
and also the Imperial seals, were presented 
to the Regent. 


THE LYING-IN-STATE. 

A special hall is being prepared in the 
Palace at Tokio, to which the dead 
emperor's body will be brought to lie in 
state. The date and placé of the funeral 
will be decided shortly. This will pro- 
bably be in February or March near 
Hachioji, to the north of Tokio, where, 
it is understood, a special site for the 
burial place on a hill-top has already 
been selected, though hitherto imperial 
burials have taken place in the Kyoto 
district. 

Business at the Imperial Court will be 
suspended for five days, during which 
public dancing and singing will be for- 
hidden. Business houses will be closed for 
one day. Court mourning has been 
ordered for one year, and general mourn-

THE FIRST AUDIENCE.

EARLY RETIREMENT PERMITTED. 
(From: Ovr Lonpon CoRRESPONDENT:) 

In spite of previous inducements ‘for Lieu- 
tenant-Commanders to retire, there is still a 
surplus in the Navy. In order to reduce the 
surplus and to avoid long periods of unem- 
ployment, the Admiralty has decided to 
permit officers of this rank who will have 
attained the age of forty-five by the end of 
1931 to-retire voluntarily forthwith, with the 
rate of retired pay for which they would be 
eligible if they remained on the active list 
until reaching forty-five, which is the age for 
compulsory retirement of this rank.

THE LATE EMPEROR.

SKETCH OF HIS CAREER. 

Yoshihito, the Japanese Emperor, was 
the third son of the late Emperor, and 
was born on August 3lst, 1879, to become 
the 122nd Emperor ‘ofthis dynasty. 

He became Crown Prince in’ 1889, it 
which year he received a commission as 
| Second Lieutenant in the Navy and Sub- 
Lieutenant in the Japanese Army. In 
1898 he became a Major in the Army and 
Lieutenant-Commander in the Navy; and 
in 1908 Lieutenant-General in the Army 
and Vice-Admiral in the Navy. 

He was married on May 10th, 1900, to 
Princess Sadako Kujo, fourth daughter of 
the late Prince. Michitaka Kujo, and has 
four sons, who are still living. There are 
no daughters. 

He came to the Throne on July Wth, 
1912, the Coronation ceremony taking 
place on November 10th, 1915. 

The late Emperor was loved and revered 
by the entire Japanese people. In the 
years following his accession he took a 
very active part in public life, and kept 
himself closely acquainted with all move- 
ments of the modern world. He was a 
great lover of horses, and an expert ridec. 

He was born at a critical time in his 
country’s history... Twelve years before, 
his father, assisted by the feudal nobles of 
the West, had deposed the Shogun. and 
gained a complete victory in the ensuing 
civil war. He established a capital at 
Yeddo (now known as Tokio), and in the 
few first years of the late Emperor's life 
the country was reformed in the light of 
Western ideas, though not without a good 


| deal of opposition, which led to assassina- 


tions and rebellions. 
ILL-HEALTH. 

The late Emperor, with his big physical 
handicap, was never able to cut such an 
impressive figure in Japanese life as his 
father, the Meiji (or ‘‘Era-of-Enlightened- 
Government ") Emperor, Mutsuhito. In 
May, 1925, the observances of ‘the silver 
wedding of -the Emperor and Empress 
were especially encouraged by the official 
classes. They were heavily subsidised in. 
order to increase the loyal fervour 
towards the throne, which, it was then 
alleged, had been allowed to relax in 
recent years. . : 

A feature of the three days’ celebration 
was the Emperor's gift of a million yen 
for social welfare work, and although the 
occasion was marked in the most fitting | 
manner, the inability of His. Imperial 
Majesty to take any. part detracted from 
its complete success. —. 

For many years prior to his death he 
had been a hopeless inyalid, and last Sep- 
tember; following two attacks of cerebral 
‘anemia, he was confined to his palace

WASHINGTON, Sunday. 

Not only has the American Navy fallen 
below the 5-5-3 ratio fixed by~ the Wash- 
ington Arms Limitation Conference, but 
American big ships are seriously out- 
ranged in gun-fire by Great Britain and 
Japan, are undermanned, and in varying 
degree need repairs, replacements, and 
modernisation. 

For the ships in commission a total of 
94,000 enlisted men is required, but Con- 
gress has appropriated for only 82,500. 
The shore establishment has been stripped 
of every available man for sea duty; some 
ships have been placed in reserve, and 
the ships in commission are” being 
operated with reduced complements. The 
battleships are only. 90 per cent. manned, 
destroyers 80 per cent., and cruisers 75 
per cent 

Now the United States Administration 
proposes tc reduce the number of enlisted 
men for the next fiscal year to 80,175, 
although two new aircraft carriers, re- 
quiring! .1,800 men each, will be finished 
and in commission by that time, and three 
old battleships now in dry dock, being 
modernised, will be restored to service. 
The Budget proposes to reduce the total 
appropriation for the Navy from 
$327,199,430, allowed for this year, to 
*322,061,000, despite the increased neces- 
sity for initiating the five-year aircralt 
development programme. 

CHARGE OF “ HAM-STRINGING.”’ 

Since the hearings. began before the 
House Appropriations Committee the 
Administration has been charged with 
hamrestringing the Navy in its zeal for 
Coolidge economy. A number of Committee 
men have been won to the view that it 
would be unwise to reduce enlisted 
personnel further. It may be that a slight 
inerease will result. The Navy thinks 
that it could get along with 84,000 men 
if provision is made fer modernising the

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The customary festivities. at Richmond 
Hospital, Dublin, on Christmas Day were 
enhanced this year by a novel and interest- 
ing little teremony, when a new “ wire.

The new movement in the Im- 
perial circle, it was explained, was due to a 
desire to keep abreast with the times in 
political thought. It was, however, typical 
of the Crown Prince's keen desire for know- 
ledge of forms and principles of Government. 

Prince Hirohito had his first experience of 
disaffection in the December of 1925. When 
he was riding to the Diet in hts motor car 
he was attacked by a youth who broke 
through a line of: spectators. His assailant 
fired at him with a cane-gun, the bullet 
smashing the windows of the car, and nar- 
rowly missing the Prince’s head. Interpret- 
ine the outrage as a reflection on the adminis- 
tration of the Government. the Minister for 
Home Affairs and the Chief of the Tokio 
Police terdered their resignations that after- 
noon. The Prince disnlayed remarkable 
coolness and courage during the incident. 

On January 24th, 1924. the Regent. was 
married to Princess Naeako Keni, danehter 

Pfince Hunkikio Kuni, head of the col- 
lateral branch of the [mperiel family. The 
marriage was in strict accordence with pre- 
cedence. only a number of Hish Court nobles 
beifig present as witnesses. There was no 
honeymoon, but a special series of ceremonial 
visits was vaid, chiefly to Imperial shrines. 
The new Empress is very popular, and )s 
escribed as possessing an easy and graceful 
earing and an agile intelligence. She has 
studied French and foreign politics, and is 
fond of poetry, music, and painting. 

A daughter was born to the Royal couple 
on Necember 19h, 1095, 

Nippon, the Royal House of Japan, is the 
oldest existing dynasty in the world, and is 
regarded by the Japanese as of _ divine 
origin, The termination ‘‘Hito” is used 
only by its members, and is a Chinese 
character meaning ''benevolent.” Yoshihito, 
the name of the. dead Frereror. menne 
* Bounty-Benevolence."” Hirohito, the name 
of the Crown Prince, means *‘ Gererosity- 
Benevolence.’ Japanese chronology does not 
run by the Christian éra, but by the era ot 
the different Fimperors. and when 
Hirchito ascends the Thréne he receives & 
new name, which will also be bestowed on 
the new era that his reign inaugurates.

BRITISH COURT IN MOURNING. 
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Twenty-four hands of the. French 
barque Eugene Schneider are believed to 
have been lost in a collision late. on 
Christmas night with the Elder Dempster 
steamer, Burutu, thirty miles off Port- 
land. The Burutu put into Portland Har- 
bour yesterday morning, and reported the 
details of the collision. 

Four Frenchmen succeeded in yettiny 
aboard the Burutu, and they appeared to 
be the only survivors out of twenty-eight 
hands. 

The Eugene. Schneider was of a yross 
tonnage of 2,218 tons, and was built in 
1902. She left Manoka, on the west coast 
of Africa, on October 7, bound for Ghent. 

The collision and its results were a 
matter of minutes. The night was very 
dark when, between eléven o'clock and 
midnight, the steamer and the barque 
suddenly hit. While they were locked 
together, four of the barqué’s- crew 
clambered on to the steamer. Immediately 
afterwards the Eugene Schneider 
appeared in the darkness, and. nothing 
j more was seen of her. | 

The  Burutu, which received little 
damage, made for Portland with the fom 
survivors, and will remain there. for two 
or three days for examination. 

The four men saved are French seamen 
and do not speak English. They were 
cared for at Portland over Sunday until 
the French Consul could inforine:t. 
The Burutu is bound from Hamburg to 
Sapele, West Africa, with a general cargo, 
and left Antwerp on Wednesday last. 
She carries no passengers. 

Lloyds Agent at Weymouth _ tele- 
graphs :—Weymouth, December 26. The 
steamer Burutu, of Liverpool, arrived at 
Portland this morning, and reports having 
been in collision at 11.20 p.m. yesterday 
with the French barque Eugene Schneider, 
of Nantes, when about thirty miles south- 
west of St. Catherine’s. The latter sank 
immediately. Twenty-four hands are miss- 
ing. and supposed to be lost. Four able- 
bodied seamen boarded the Burutu. Their 
names are—Bihan, Hinban, Carron, and 
Huet. Boats were lowered with the first 
mate, and they searched round for sur- 
vivors, without result. The bows of the 
Burutu’ were damaged. 
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CAIRO, Saturday. 

Hercules I!f., the seaond Ca‘-o-Karachi air 
liner, which left Croydon on December 20, 
arrived bere at 4.50 this afternoon, having 
overtaken and beaten Hercules I. The 
actual flying time for the 2,965 miles from 
London was 26 hours 12 minutes. The threo 
passengers in the Hercules II. are loud in 
their praise of the performance of the pilot, 
Captain Hinchcliffe, ib thus esteblishing a 
pioneer record in commercial aviation, since 
he started two days after Hercules I., which 
had not arrived by nightfall, ,and it is 
feared that it may have made a forced land- 
ing between Sollum and the Nile. 

Both liners flew over Vesuvius, and the 
occupants had a splendid view from a height 
of 4,000 feet of the flames and sulpburous 
smoke issuing from the crater. 

The first landing in Africa was at Homs, 
near the Leptis Magna ruins, and the second 
at Benghazi, where the fliers were enter- 
tained for the night by the Italian author:- 
ties. The first liner to leave Benghazi war 
Hercules L, in which General Sir Sefton 
Brancker was travelling, but it suffered delay 
subsequently through a mishap to a wheel, 
which broke ditring the landing at Sollum 
aerodrome. 

The flight over tlie Libyan desert was 
uneventful, although all aboard had received 
warnings of hostile Bedouin and Senussi, ~ 
who, it is stated, recently mutilated some 
Italian pilots who made a forced landing in 
the desert.—(Reuter.)

On the ground that, in view of the forth- 
coming general election, the time was oppor- 
tune to put pressure on the Government, as 
otherwise the farmer would be '“down and 
out,” a public meeting, held in the County 
Council buildings, Mullingar, on Friday last, 
adopted a resolution forming a branch of the 
Farmers’ Defence League im Mullingar. A 
representative committee was appointed. 

BANKING COMMISSION'S REPORT. 

Mr. Michael Ronan, Mullingar, who acted 
as secretary to the meeting, alter sounding 
this warning nute, went on to refer to the 
position between the farmers and the banks. 

When the farmers were prosperous, Mr. 
Ronan said, the banks were “pulling people 
about to take their money. Now they would 
not even take repayment by reasonable instal- 
ments. Unless steps were taken to protect 
them, Mr. Ronan declared, it was a black 
outlook for the whole farming community 

He presumed that they had all read the 
Banking Commission 's report. Mr. Snowden 
once asserted that he was the bankers’ 
minister. The Government appeared to be 
the bankers’ representative. 

A majority of the Commission appointed 
by the Government had recommended one 
bank to have contro} of all the finances of 
the country. That was the Bank of Ireland. 
Now, he Air. Ronan) had no interest in one 
bank any more than another, but this much 
he knew. that no bank was crushing the 
farming community as much as the Bank ol 
Ireland. However, that was not a matter 
which they had to consider that day. 

Mr. Flynn— Will the Banking Commission s 
recommendations give any relief to the 
farmers ” 

Mr. Ronan--I do not 
think :t is all propaganda. 

It was up to the farmers, Mr. Ronan wet 
on, to organise in their own defence, 
Nobody -wants to shirk his obligations, but 
in commercial business credit was necessary 
Even the Government had to bo carmed sn 
largely through. credit. 

IMPENDING CRISIS. 

Mr. Ronan read correspondence, including 
a letter from Mr. Kennedy, Castlepollard, 
on the subject of loans advanced during the 
wflatory period of the war, 

Mr.. Kennedy, who stated that he offered 
Lis views as ua member of the credit reform 
movement, which was non-political, said that 
in Ireland, as elsewhere, there was colossal 
ignorance on the whole question of money 
currency. and credit. The whole policy ct 
á ion and the withdrawal of credits had 
beer~the primary causes of the fall in prices 
and the deterioration of land values. The 
£1 .advanced during the war period was 
to-day valued at 6s. 8d.; yet the “vwn- 
fortunate.” was supposed to pay a paper 
inflation ón a gold valuation, or to be sold 
out, with no alternative but the emigrant 
hip 
“Tt will bring about,’’ Mr. Kennedy added, 
“one of the greatest crises in Irish history, 
end will mean depopulation and more ranches 
if it is not met in an organised and intelligent 
manner.”

roughout the week business in ail de- 
partments of the provision trade has been of 
a holiday character. Buyers generally have 
shown little inclination to operate except for 
immediate requirements, and business has 
been featureless in consequence, It is in- 
teresting to note that the total imports of 
agricultural produce during the past six 
months have been almost identical with those 
of the ‘eritaandin period of 1925, but 
rather smaller than in either 1923 or 1924, 
There has been quite a steady rise in receipts 
of mutton and lambs, but an equally steady 
decrease in piz meat. 
Receipts of bacon, which ainounted to 
200,000 tons during June to November, 1923, 


| had declined two vears later to 177,000 tons, 


but. recovered to 192,000 tons in the past six 
months. Denmark, the principal source of 
supply, has shipped approximately one-half 
of the total in each vear; but the United 
States, which sent as much as 62,000 tons in 
the first period under,review, has only sup- 
plied" 24,000 tons in the past half-year, 
Arrivals of Canadian bacon, after rising from 
25,000 tons Ag se six months ended Novem- 
ber, 1923, t tons in the comparable 
period of 1925. have fallen away sharply in 
the past six months to 21.000 tons. Imports 
of hams during the periods under considera- 
tion have fallen from 45,000 tons to 26.000 
tons, a dectease of 42 per cent.; the great 
bulk comes from the United States. 

Arrivals of fresh pork amonnted to 16,000 
tons during June to November, 1923, and 
two years later were 19.000 tons. The opera- 
tion of the embargo, however. has reduced 
the total of the past six months to a little 
under 6,000 tons, imported mainly from the 
Irish Free State. 

Receipts of butter, cheese, and condensed 
milk ore higher than a year earlier. but 
those of margarine and eggs showed a reduc- 
tion. 
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DONEGAL WIFE'S Ss ACTION, 


STORY OF AN U NHAPPY SECOND 
MARRIAGE, 


The story of an unhappy second marriage 
was related at Lifford District Court, before 
Mr. Sean O’Hanrahan, District Justice, when 
Bridget McDaid sought a maintenance order 
against her husband, Daniel MeDaid, 
Castlefin, Co. Donegal, alleging desertion. 

The complainant, who now lives in Castle- 
derg, Co. . Tyrone, ‘said that she was married 
to the defendant. fifteen years ago. He had 
been married previously, there being five 
children of the first marriage. So long as the 
children were young she had had no cause for 
complaint, but when they grew up the de- 
fendant took to drink. 

one occasion he was brought home in a 
motor ear, and when she gave him his dinner 
he told her to look ont for herself, caught her 
bv the throat and threw her out. She had 
not gone back since. On a previous night 
the defendant had put her out and told her 
that he had no need for her since the family 
were reared. She had to sleep behind a ditch 
until the morning. She had to leave him m 
fear of. her life
